Dallas, Tex., Nov. 1.—A.dispatch 
to the Dallas News from El! Paso, 
said Chihuahua City, Mexico, was 
evacuated by federals, leaving the city | 
open to capture without resistance by 
Pancho Villa’s rebels, Villa’s men had 
occupied the outskirts of Chihuanua | 
before the, abandonment. The fed- | 
erals were said to have retreated to- | 


ward Juarez. The dispatch adds: 

“Thousands of American and Mexi- 
can citizens, who were unable to 
board the ten troop trains, are panic- 
Stricken. They have no means | 
getting away trom the stricken city, | 
and fear for their lives. | 

“Many believe that followers of 
Orozco will be given no quarter by | 
Villa during the occupation of tne | 
State capital. The few residents oF 
the city who have horses and wagons 
are following in the wake of the mili- 
tary trains, carrying all their posses- 
sions with them.” 

‘rhe fear of Orozco’s sympathizers is 
based on resentment expressed by | 
rebels against him for fighting in the 
federal army. 


Diaz Bound For Progreso 
Washington, Nov. 1.—#¥elix Diaz} 
and his party are bound to a point off | 


Progreso, Yucatan, where they will 
be transferred to a New York and 
Cuba steamship. This information 


reached the navy department in a dis- 
patch from Rear Admiral Fletcher, 
commanding the American squadron in 
Mexican waters. 

Admiral Fletcher djd not say upon 
what vessel the refugees would sail, 
and no mention was made of their 
ultimate destination. 


Bodies Hung On Trees 

San Luis Potosi, Mex., Nov. 1.—A 
force of 600 revolutionists rounded 
up, tortured and killed forty-seven} 
out of fifty mounted policemen sent 
from here to protect a ranch twenty 
miles to the west. 

Their -multilated bodies were in 
mény cases hung on trees. The three 
policemen who escaped returned here. 

3odies of revolutionists threatened 
communication between here and 
Aguascalientes.

Providence, Nov. 1.—Mrs. Rose 


Mack, 36 years of age, was found in 
a dying condition, with her body cov- 
ered with bruises, in a rooming house 
on Clifford street, and the police im- 
mediately began a search for her hus- 
band, Arthur Mack, a carpenter. The 
woman died soon after a physician, 
summoned by the proprietor of the 
house, arrived from the emergency 
hospital. 

Dr. A. H. Longfellow, medical ex- 
aminer, made a superficial examina- 
tion of the body, but beyond saying 
that’ the woman was “badly beaten,” 
would make no other statement as to} 
the probable cause of death until an 
autopsy had been performed.

TO GET NEW TRIAL 
Supreme Court of Connecticut Finds 
Error In First Proceedings 

Bridgeport, Conn., Nov. 1.—The 
retrial of Joseph Buonomo, alias 
“Chicago Joe,” charged with the mur-

Points In Wedding Etiquette. 
With the exception of May, which is 
considered an unlucky month, and 
Lent, the quiet season, there is no time 
of the year when wedding ceremonies 
are not constantly taking place. 
As might be’ eXpeeted; the prepara- 
tions for # wedding take up not a little 
time and forethought. There are so 
many small details to be considered, 
various minor points of etiquette to 
notice, and a hundred and one things 
to remember if the actual day is to be 
gone through by all concerned without 
hitch’ or inconvenience. 

The magnificence or simplicity of the 
ceremony depends, of course, on the 
worldly position of the bride and bride- 
groom, though certainly the present 
day tendency is toward a rather dis- 
proportionate display, as every year 
presents become more numerous and 
costly, the bride’s trousseau more elab- | 
orate, while immense sums are expend- | 
ed on decorations, catering and such 
like items. 

The popular fashion of white satin 
and orange blossoms for the bride’s 
attire still holds its own, though thefe | 
are occasional innovations made such | 
as the wearing of gold or silver bro- ' 
cade and touches of color on the train, 
while quite recently, instead of the 
usual white bouquet or sheaf of lilies, 
the bride carried a great bunch of 
crimson roses. { 

For winter weddings muffs of fur, ' 
lace and chiffon have replaced the 
flowers, or sometimes & prayer book 
bound in white and silver, 

The invitations are sent out a full 
three or four weeks beforehand in the 
name of the bride’s parents, the bride- 
groonr supplying a list of those of his 
own friends whom he wishes invited. 

As regards the bouquets, those of 
the bride, bridesmaids and bride’s 
mother. aré supplied by the bridegroom, | 
who also pays all fees connected with | 
the ceremony. 

The cost of the reception and the 
carriages for taking the bride and} 
guests to chureh are provided by the 
bride’s parents, but the bridegroom 
pays for the carriage or motorcar to 
the station after the reception. 

At one time if was considered incor- | 
rect for a widow to be followed by | 
bridesmaids on the occasion of her sec- 
oud marriage, but this rule is often ' 
broken. Sometimes, however, the cus- | 
ton of a “matron of honor” is followed | 
instead. 

The number of bridesmaids varies | 
considerably, gour to six being most 
usual, but twb, ten or twelve, or in; 
their place several small children, are 
often seen. t 

The chief ‘bridesmaid holds the | 
bride's bouquet and gloves during the | 
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vestry for the signing of the register.

A grown- 
up workman climbed up the chain 
withowt disturbing its rigidity in the 
least. The chain seemed to float in air. 
The magnetic pull on the ball was 
| greater than the gravitational pull on 
the man. 

This remarkable experiment shows 
the enormous power of attraction ex- 
erted by the lifting magnets that are 
used in iron and stee! works to carry 
about iron material of every descrip- 
\ tion. The magnets enable the opera- 
ter to seize jron material at any poini 
desired and conyey it to any other 
point within the range of the crane. 
| Incidentally the use of lifting magnets 
has greatly diminished the risk of acci- 
| dents in the moving of heavy masses 
| of iron.

Boston, Nov. 6.—The mystery of} 
the tate of the crew of the fishing 
schooner Annie M, Parker, brought 
into port at.New Hedford with all sails 
set and nota soul aboard, was trag- 
ically solved last night by the news 
from Portland, Me.,. that of her crew 
of tifteen men, one had been drowned 
and four. were missing, , doubtiess 
lost. 

Captain Vincent Nelson with three 
of his, crew were. driven.cut of sight 
ot the others by wind. and. tide soon) 
after they left the schooner in a dory, 
following her being sdriven. aground 
on Rose and Corwn reef twelve wiles 
off Sankaty: Head, Nantucket. 

The others, in two open boats, 
were buffeted by storm and wind for 
thirty hours, without food or water, 
and scantly~ clad, before’ they were 
picked ujy, Sunday morning by the 
schooner Tifton, One of them was 
swept overboard and lost in the night. 

The Parker left Sydney, N..S., for 
Gloucester on Oct; 26, with her hold 
full of fish, - Off Cape Sable she en- 
countered heavy northwest winds and 
a tide that drove her far out to sea 
until on Friday she was about 120 
miles out of her course. 

Saturday morning’ Harold Frost, 
who was at the wheel, sighted a 
light. In doubt as to what place it 
marked, he called Captain Nelson. 
After about twenty minutes. they 
decided that it must be one of the 
lights near,Gloucester, and that they 
were on their course. The captain 
went below again. 

It was really Sankaty Head light, 
near Nantucket... At 3 oOclock the 
Parker, going about seven knots, 
struck on Rose and Crown reef, which 
is about twelve miles off Sanaty Head. 

So hurriedly did the crew depart 
from the schooner in the fear she 
would at any minute go to the bot- 
tom, that no food was taken and noth- 
ing excepting the oars was shipped 
aboard. The men bailed with their 
oilskin hats. They battled hour after 
hour without food until they fell, ex- 
hausted from their efforts. 

Saturday night the two boats sep- 
arated. During the night the distant 
| lights of a steamer were seen glim- 
mering, but without anything to at- 
tract attention it passed out of sight 
of the weary men in the boats. 

Sunday the waves and wind had not 
subsided. Daybreak showed no signs 
of shore line or ship upon the surface 
of the water. A desolate expansé was 
on every hand. Just before noon the 
sails of a schooner were sighted. An 
oilskin coat was raised on an oar. The 
look-out of the four-master spied it, 
and the schooner turned from her 
course and bore slowly and easily 
down on the dory. 

So exhausted were the men that

AMBASSADOR ROBBED 


Joseph E. Willard Loses Jewels In 
Spanish Hotel 

Madrid, Nov. 6.—The theft ot 
jewels amounting to thousands of dol- | 
lars belonging to Joseph E. Willard, 
the American ambassador, was re- |} 
ported to the police by the manager of 
the Palace hotel. The authorities 
lave ordered a minute investigation, 
but no clue to the identity of the 
thieves has been found. 

Joseph E. Willard, American am- 
bassador to Spain was nominated by 
President Wilson and confirmed on 
Sept. 5. At the same time the 
United States government raised the 
legation at Madrid to the rank of an 
embassy. Ambassador Willard ar- 
rived at Madrid recently and on Oct. 
31 was received by King Alfonso. 

Mr. Willard, though born in Wash- 
ington, was a lawyer in Richmond, 
Va., when he was appointed. He 
married Miss Belle L. Wyatt of Bal- 
timore in 1891.

SEEKS NEW TRIAL 


Dorr Says Murder Case Is In Wrong 
County 

Salem, Mass., Nov. 6.—Asserting 
that the case was tried in the wrong 
county, counsel for William A. Dorr 
of Stockton, Cal., who was convicted 
last winter of the murder of George 
H. Slarsh, a wealthy soap manufac- 
turer of Lynn, presented arguments 
on exceptions in the supreme court. 

The chief exception related to the 
jury’s finding that the murder was 
committed in an automobile in Essex 
county, the defense clainting that Suf- 
folk county was the scene of Marsh’s 
death.

To the penniless man, coupon bonds 
convey an impression of security and 
ease. Cutting collpons as they be- 
come due seems like the last luxury 
of idle ease. .A play was once popu- 
lar called “Coupon Bonds.” The 
very name suggested the remote and 
exclusive privileges of large wealth. 

Today a greatly increased number 


of security. The problem of collect- 
ing the new income tax from the in- 
finite number of coupons handed to 
the banks, is proving most perplexing. 
It is a process likely to cause irrita- 
tion by whatever means attempted. 

Non-registered bonds, the interest 
collectible by coupon, have been in 
favor for many years with secretive 
people, who wished to conceal wealth 
either to avoid taxes, or from other 
motives. Often such people took big 
risks of losing their money, for the 
sake of secrecy, 


They would-take an unregistered! 


bond with interest and principal pay- 
able to bearer, and deposit it in knot 
holes in the walls, or under loose 
Stair treads. During their dbsenee 
from the house, the bond might burn 
with the building. Then they would 
have nothing to show for their thou- 
sands but their own word. 

Nowadays, careful people aré apt 
to have at least the principal of their 
bonds registered, even if interest is 
collectible on coupons payable to 
bearer. And thé’ possession of thts 
form of property does not confer quite 
the feeling of security that the pennt- 
less think,

States Government . 


CET DISQUETING ADVIGES 


Huerta Sends Word to Charge 
O’Shaughnessy That as No Succes- 
sor Had Been Elected He Must Con- 
tinue In Office—Policy of Secrecy 
Decided On 


; PLOT TO ASSASSINATE "i AMERICAN 


Washington, Novy. 7.—Announce- 
ment from Mexico City that Provisional 
President Huerta had assumed an at- 
titude of absolute defiance of the 
American plan for his elimination 
was coincident with a yisit to tye exe- 
cutive offices by Secretary State 
Bryan. He carries a big envelope 
containing a number of official docu- 
ments received during the night. 
That disquieting advices had been 
received seemed certain from the at- 
titude of administration officials. 

When asked whether he had re- 
ceived from Mexico City a report that 
Huerta had sent word to Charge 
O'Shaughnessy that, because a suc- 
cessor had not, been elected by the 
people he must continue as provin- 
sional president, the secretary of state 
refused to talk 

The secretary of state also refus- 
ed to admit that Dr. William B. Hale, 
friend to the president, was now in 
communication with Carranza, and 
that already a preliminary report had 
been received, showing in detail the 
Carranza strength and the identity of 
his chief supporters. 

It is known that both Envoy, Lind 
and Charge. O’Shatgsnessy’ have re- 
ported ah increasing anti-American 
feeling in Mexico City and vinicity. 
They are apprehensive of outrages be- 
cause of the bitterness of the Huerta 
followers toward this country. Up to 
the present, however, the authorities 
seem to be giving all protection possi- 
bie to Americans’ and Europeans alike, 

Senator Bacon, chairman of the 
senate committee on foreign affairs, 
called at the White Howse and the 
state department. He refused to talk 
about his errand, but it is now accept- 
ed as certain that congress will have 
the entire situation before it in the 
very near future. 

The. first proposition considered is 
to be the lifting of the embargo on 
the importation of arms. In connec- 
tion with this’ will ‘be the suggestion 
that this “Sovernmént bidckade the 
Mexican coasts and patrol the border 
so that Heurta forees cannot secure 
additional arms and munitions. It 
is believed now that the president will 
personally’ address a joint session of 
congress and will place before it every 
available bit of information amassed 
ecncerning Mexico. He will make 
certain. specific recommendations, but 
what they will be is the question pus- 
zling official circles here. 

Because of criticism that hints were 
heing thrown out by the administra- 
tion designed to feet the popular pulse 
regarding how best to handle the Mex- 
ican situation, a policy

Many persons 
have been vointing out to him, how- 
ever, that one of the alternatives 
open, if Heurta declined to resign 
through the efforts of diplomacy, was 
to lend a moral support to the consti- 
tutionalists’ movement. 

Count von Bernstoff, the German 
ambassador, who only recently has re- 
‘urned to this country, had an en- 
gagement to see the president late 
yesterday. Although the ambassador 
came to pay his respects, it was not 
improbable that the Mexican situation 
was discussed. Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, 
the British ambassador, returned to 
the capital. 

The fcreign relations committee dis- 
cussed the Mexican situation at length 
and considered chiefly the question of 
litting the embargo on arms. Sena- 
tors said nothing definite was done. 
from individual expressions of opin- 
icn it seeme.! that most of the senators 
on the committee had not changed 
heir favorable attitude toward such 
a move, but still were disposed to 
deter to the president and await some 
indication from him.

Newspaper Press Among Wreck- 
ed Machinery 


Fire gutted the interior of the press 
room of the Spargo Print on Roberts 
street this morning, practically 
wrecked a press valued at $2,000 and 
badly damaged two monotype casting 
machines. A large quantity of paper 
stock is a total loss. The press 
room is in the rear of the home of W. 
G. Spargo, 9 Roberts street, proprie- 
tor of the plant and publisher of the 
Quincy Telegram and the smoke 
worked through the house and did 
much damage. The loss is approx- 
imately $3,000 and is covered by in- 
surance, 

The fire broke out about 11.20 and 
spread rapidly. Its origin was prob- 
ably due to an overheated stove, which 
set a large lot of paper on fire beside 
it. The smoke trickled through smali 
cracks in the partition and was’ no- 
ticed by the employees. When the 
door was opened the room was a 
roaring furnace. 

An alarm was sounded from Box 21 
and the apparatus from West Quincy 
and.the Central station responded. 
The latter was delayed at Quincy Ad- 
ams while the 11.24 inward bound 
train made its stop for passengers 
When the department arrived three 
lines of hose were laid. In a _ few 
minutes the fire was extinguished but 
not until the interior and contents 
were destroyed. The composing 
room and office located underneath 
the home of Mr. Spargo were not 
damaged. 

One of the first to arrive on the 
scene Was a reporter for the Daily 
Leiger whe offered, in the name of the 
Prescott Publishing Co., all possible 
assistance in publishing the Telegram 
today. W. G. Spargo, after an inves- 
tization said that he would be able to 
run his edition off on an emergency 
press located in the front of the com- 
posing room and said he was grateful 

lfor the offer of assistance. 

he Sparso Print has been in oper- 
ation for several years and four years 
ago commenced the publishing of the 
Quincy Telegram. This is the first 
fire that has cecurred in the plant.

“MILITIA CALLED OUT 


Twelve Companies M2Eilize at Spring- 
field In Less Than Four Hours 

Springfield, Mass., Nov. 10.+ 
“Militia call,” sounded on fire bells 
and whistles, roused volunteer’ sol- 
diers in Springfield, Worcester, Hol- 
yoke, Pittsfield, Orange, Northamp- 
ton and Adams. Twelve companies 
of the second regiment of militia an- 
swered. 

The last company to arrive marched 
down Howard street and helted in 
front of the local armory just three 
hours and fifty-eight minutes after 
the alarm had been telephoned out. 

Breathless but prepared’ for any

port that Lord Cowdray, who controls 
large oil concessions in Mexico, in 
which much British capital is invest- 
ed, has come to the support of General 
Huerta with renewed credit or a large 
loan. It is believed that this may 
have influenced General Huerta in the 
siubborn stand which his announce- 
ment to the diplomatists has. made 
certain. 

The statement recites at length the 
efiorts General Huerta has made “to 
establish peace” and place a successor 
in the presidential chair by “free and 
fair election.” The communication is 
generally regarded as a definite an- 
nouncement to the United States gov- 
ernment of the program which Huerta 
will follow in the face of all opposi- 
tion by the United States. 

The opposition, if it comes, is ex- 
pected to take one of three forms, in- 
tervention, armed co-operation with 
the constitutionalists, or the lifting of 
the embargo upon munitions of war 
and assistance of the constitutionalists’ 
cause by supplying arms and ammu- 
niion. It seems certain that if Presi- 
dent Wilson has issued an ultimatum, 
as reperted, Huerta’s statement to the 
diplomatisgs is in the nature of a de- 
fiance, and action must result. 

Reports of continued fighting con- 
tinue to come in from various sections 
of the country. Max Weber, the Ger- 
man consul, has. received a message 
from Otto Kueck, German consul in 
Chihuahua, saying that the town has 
been under fire for forty hours, that 
the shells have done little damage, 
and that the federals have 
three decisive victories over the rebels 
in the command of General Villa. The 
constitutionalisis assert that Chihua- 
hua has been captured, and that the 
federals are suppressing the news, as 
was done at Torreon. 

A report from Juarez announces the 
almost complete annihilation of a com- 
mand of 1200 constitutionalists under 


General Acosta, who were hurrying 
to the aid of General Villa at Chi- 
huahua. 


The dispatches report that the rebel 
command was trapped in a canyon by 
a federal volunteer force under Gen- 
eral Salazar, and hundreds were 
killed. Salazar-is also reported to 
have lost many men.

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Leipzig Battle Monument 
Dedicated Upon 108th 
Anniversary of Battle 


SSSCOSCHSSSHOSHOSOBSECCOSOS®O 


HE monument commemorating 
the battle of Leipzig, fought 
and wou by the allies on Oct. 
18, 1815, against Nupoleon, was 

unveiled by Emperor William on the 
hundredth anniversary of that day. 
The monument is in Thornberg, a sub- 
urb of Leipzig, and is a massive tower- 
like structure about 300 feet in height. 
Jt is built on 2 walled mound of 
earth eighty feet high. with a reservoir 
and fountain in front of it. The ap- 
preach, which is uot yet finished, will 
be along a covered way that complete- 
ly circles the rear of the structure. 
‘The money for the nronument was col- 
Jecied by popular subscription through 
pitriotic societies. The work on the 
monument was begun in 1898. 

It is natural that the Germans shou!d 
lay great store upon the battle of Leip- 
zig, for it was this battle which broke 
the power of Napoleon and set Ger- 
many free. The collapse of Napoleon's 
Russian expedition, in which he lost 
the greater part of his army, gave 
Prussia its chance, and the war of Hb- 
eration commeuced. 

In May, 1813. Napoleon, having re- 
| constructed his army, had 226,000 men 
under his command. This was far 
more than the Prussians, but that was 
all to be changed during the struggles 
of ‘this stirring year. The woops of the 
ezar of Russia and the king of Prussia, 
under the command of Wittgeristein, 
made no headway whatever against

“If I 
pes then had 30,000 rounds I should 
today be the master of the world,” he 
said. : 

Net the battle of Leipzig was only 
half a victory in that the French army 
wus left upon the battlefield. We all 
recall the picture of Napoleon with his 
tent pitched in the midst of his 
guards’ bivouac, spending a wakeful 
night. This he did on the night of 
the 17th also, seizing but a few min- 
utes’ sleep. sitting upright on a peas- 
gat’s chair by the bivouac fire. At an 
early hour in the morning of the 18th 
na! chance shot struck the embers of 
the fire. scattering the crowd and wak-

once to dictate orders to his secretary.

PIANUFURTE RECITAL. 


\Miss Neuhaus a pianist of peculiar 
Poetic Power and Charm 


In many respects an audience typi- 
;eal of the drawing room listened to 
an unusual recital Thursday at tfie 
home of Mrs. L. H. Sturtevant; un- 
‘usual for the firm and penetrating 
beauty of Miss Neuhaus’ playing tones 
| and as remarkable for the interest and 
| almost trance like attention with 
| which she held her hearers to the end.

She played a group of a Russian 
; pieces preceded by_a melody and fol 
lowed by a polonaise of Chopin. De 
| bussey Was represented by but one 
selection and an exquisite slumber 
|song came next to a finale well wor- 
thy of the mettle of a Paderewski, 
Lizst’s Rhpasody No, 113. This com- 
;pleted a rather oddly selected pro- 
gram but one which nevertheless was 
well calculated to show her pianistic 
abilities to great advantage. 

Miss Neuhaus’ opening selection 
proved of little interest except as : 
medium for the play of those clear 
limpid tones sensitive to the slightest 
gradations of light and shade and in- 
fused with the keenest understanding. 

The Russian group was played with 
a great tenderness a caressing, melt- 
ing, beauty of tone that rightly inter- 
prets the deep melancholy of the Slav, 
the Pole, and those other kindred 
races. With what rippling sweet- 
ness and tender retrospect was her 
Spinning Song and with what delight- 
ful lightness and ease did she master 
their technical feats. 

Never once did her playing deterior- 
ate to mere agility and mechanical 
precision. It was always saved from 
that by the power of rare poetic im- 
agination with what glamor and dram- 
atic sentiment does she clothe her mus- 
ic and out of what mystery of un- 
derstanding grew her imparting pow- 
er. 

The exacting Rhapsody of Lizst was 
evidently intended to be the piece de 
resistance of the afternoon and such 
it proved to be both in the music and 
Miss Neuhaus’ playing of it. In- 
terpreted with a tempo that at first 
astonished and then delighted she 
achieved a result that was at once 
both unusual and inspiring. Miss 
Neuhaus did not expend her last atom 
of strenght on the sonorous clangor 
of its chords or the incessant turmoil 
of its contentious moods but rather by 
the aptest gradation of light and 
shade-the most adroit modulation of 
tone and pace was she able to bring 
it to a higher and higher intensity 
without the aid of that fury of sound 
and strength which is practically in- 
separable with the average interpre- 
tation. As some say the choppiness 
of the piece prevents any show of 
continuity, yet it does not seem so un- 
der the power of Miss Neuhaus’ play- 
ing. She spun out great sweeps of 
tone with incomparable smoothness 
maintaining an eloquence of inspiring 
declamatory tone with a mastery of 
imparting and communicating power. 

It is not difficult to prophecy for this 
young woman a future of uncommon 
fullness and international reputation. 
Her work , now while in comparative 
obscurity should be none the less en- 
joyed and appreciated.—S. A. E.

THE EUCALYPTUS TREE. 


SEES 


The great progress of scientific for 
estry in the past few years bas render 
ed practically Impossible the extinction 
of our native trees, but should such a 
calamity ever befall us we have an im 
migrant tree which will be able to sup 
ply all our wants, It is the eucalyptu: 
or gum tree of Australia, which grow: 
so fast that it can almost be harvestec 
every autumn, like grain. 

The first eucalyptus plantations in 
this country were set out in Californiy 
twenty-five years ago. Some of these 
groves have been cut down three o: 
four times and are again high in the 
air, while those trees which have haé 
the full twenty-five years’ growth arc 
as large as oaks 300 years old. A Cal 
ifornia farmer who had planted a row 
of eucalyptus alongside his house as.a 
sort of hedge cut it down at the enc 
of five years and got twenty-four cord: 
of firewood. ‘The row of trees wa: 
only 250 feet long. 

The eucalyptus makes the best kine 
of firewood, but is equally good for 
any other purpose for which .wood fi: 
used. It makes even better piles, some 
experts say, than Oregon pine, and i: 
has been successfully tested in the 
form of street paving blocks as well ar 
that of household furniture. 

It is not entirely on its reputation a: 
a rapid grower that the eucalyptus 
bases its claim to fame. It is a docto 
and a sanitary engineer. The leave: 
of the tree contain a fragrant volatile 
oil which is much used In treatin: 
diseases of the lungs and throat. 

The tree bas the pecullar ability t 
shed its bark, and at night the grove: 
give off a strong odor like ozone 
slightly tinged with the scent of pep 
permint. In Australia consumptive: 
camp near the eucalyptus forests in th 
belief that the medicated atmospher: 
will cure or arrest the disease. 

As an engineer the cucalyptus has 
made its mark in the Roman cam 
pagna. The tree absorbs a_ great 
xmount of water through its roots 
Large groves planted by the Domini 
can monks in the malarial plains 
about the Holy City have dried and 
made healthful ‘land which for cen 
turies had been a swamp. 


In Californin the eucalyptus has 
proved viluable as a windbreaker 
when plauted in hedges about or- 
chards of delicate orange and lemon 
trees. The ranchers of the great 
prairies, too, are setting out the euca- 
lyptus by thousands. 

The eucalyptus is unlike In its ap- 
pearance any American tree. It is a 
dark, sober colored tree of a sad dis- 
position, for its leaves all hang down- 
ward. There are 184 species in Austra. 
lia. About twenty varieties have beep 
{ntroduced into this country. 


A Shocking Tree. 

A German authority on forestry an- 
nounces the discovery, in the primeval 
forests of India, of a tree with the 
most curious and inexplicable charac- 
teristics. The leaves of this tree are 
80 highly electrical that whoever touch- 
es one of them receives a severe elec- 
trical shock. Even upon the magnetic 
needle this tree, which has been given 
the name Philotcea electrica, has a 
strong influence, causing magnetic va. 
riations at a distance of seventy feet 
The electrical strength of the tree va- 
vies aceording to the time of day. If 
Is strongest at noon, but almost en 
tirely disappears at midnight. Its elec 
tricity also disappears in wet weather 
Birds never nest por perch upon it: 
branches. nor have uny insects eve 
been seen upon it. 


—Chicago’s children of the street 
are to have a municipal Christmas 
tree for the first time, this year. The 
tree is to stand in Grant Park, facing 
the lake front, and is to be placed 
in position long enough before the 
holidays so that it can be sprayed 
with water and made a spire of glis- 
tening ice. According to plans of the 
Municipal Christmas Tree Association 
the lake front is to be a blaze of 
light during the Week or more the 
tree will be in position. Christmas 
carols will be sung and presents dis- 
tributed—Brockton Enterprise.

The appearance of a town also is 
often badly injured by. failure of | 
householders to rake leaves, and des- 
troy littler or get it under cover, out 
of sight. Winter is a time when de- 
fects are not so well concealed by 
foliage and shrubbery, and disorder 
about the house is particularly con- 
spicuous. 

Order is contagious. .When one 
man combs and brushes his home 
place as if he enjoyed having it trim 
and.smart, the whole neighborhood is 
stirred by the instinct of competition. 
The net result is to improve the value 
of real estate. A neighborhood of 
small but well tended hotises can in 
this way give an impression beyond 
the power of the mere dollars that 
were putinto it. Many people are 
personally scrupulous about their 
clothes, yet will disfigure their home 
grounds by permitting heaps of ashes, 
untidy chicken houses, rickety fences 
heaps of tin cans, ete. 

Regarding the failure of farmers to 
keep their places cleaned up, few of 
them realize how it hurts their bus- 
iness standing. It is not merely the 
loss by decay of to6ls and machines 
left out to rust. “It is also in the 
general impression given that a man 
doe’ not look after details, and has no 
thorough going system for preserving 
his property and making the best of 
his rescources. 

The man who fails to take in a 
mowing machine when he quits using 
it in the fall, will be very likely to 
forget to pay interest on his note when 
it comes due. — At least, that is the 
way it would look to a banker. Few 
people care to do business with a man 
who gives this indication that his 
work runs at loose ends.

Is Sending For Senators to Talk Over 
Situation—Bryan Resentful Because 
Great Britain, France and Germany 
Refuse to Support. His Program— 
Action by Pan-Americans Urged 


Washington, Nov. 11.—President 
Wilson is mere disturbed over the 
Mexican situation than at any time 
in the last month for he realizes as 
do the leaders of the senate and 
house that the course of the adminis- 
tration has brought the United States 
very close to intervention as an in- 
evitable result. 

The advices from John Lind give 
ro hope that Huerta will withdraw 
and advices from other’ sources 
equally reliable bring the discouraging 
information that the Washington 
government’s policy toward Huerta 
has popularized him and in fact had 
much to do with keeping him in 
power. 

The seriousness of the situation, as 
Washington sees it, is best illustrated 
by the efforts of the White Horse to 
keep the public cheerfully ignorant 
of the real conditions. 

Criticism at the Capitol of the presi- 
dent’s unwillingness to take senators 
into his: confidence has led him to 
modify his course to the extent of 
Sending for individual senators, Ke- 
publicans and Democrats, and asking 
them their views. The talk of lift- 
ing the embargo and letting the Car- 
ranza forces import ammunition in the 
hope that they will ultimately exter- 
minate Huerta comes from senators 
who see ho other way out of the 
present impasse short of actual armed 
intervention. 

Those who favor this “bloody way 
out” are advocating such action in the 
open but it can be stated authori- 
tatively that the president has not 
yet committed himself ia this regard, 
although he admits that he is giving 
| the subject serious consideration. 

Litule effort is now made in adminis-

Conditions have been growing worse 
since last night, when half of the city 
was plunged in darkness, the light- 
ing plant being blown down by the 
gale. This morning at least one-half 
of the street car service was out of 
commission, and no less than 3000 
trolley, telegraph and telephore poles 
within the city limits had been blown 
down. 

So complete was the paralysis of 
transportation facilities it was deemed 
best to let the dead lie in the places 
where they had died, and no funerals 
will be held until the storm has 
abateda 

There has been no delivery of gro- 
ceries, bread, milk or coal since Sat- 
urday, and the suffering in con- 
seqence cannot be defiitely 
jearned, but it is widespread. There 
is a sufficient supply of gas, and it 
is being used sparingly in places tit- 
ted for it, that as many persons as 
possible may-be benefited. 

One of the greatest! fears is from 
fire. Already one fire has done $100,- 
000 damage, and the difficulties en- 
countered in subduing it were such 
as to cause the authorities the great- 
est apprehension should another fire 
break out. Every possible precaution 


is being taken by the exhausted fire-| 


men and policemen. 

Yor days the telephone and tele- 
graph companies have been .battling 
against conditions that confront them, 
and with but little suecess.

Wells, who was designated by Dis- 
trict Attorney Attwill to make a 
thorough investigation of the case, 
spent the day at the Hayes home, 
where the tragedy occurred. Mrs, 
Hayes’s explaination was that she was 
standing by the window and, seeing 
a rat outside, called her husband to 
bring his revolver. As he was passing 
the weapon to her, it was discharged, 
the bullet striking him in the chest, 
killing him instantly. 

The state policeman made a care- 
ful study of the arrangement of the 
home, the position of the windows 
and the place where Hayes’s body was 
found and examined the widow min- 
utely as to her explanation. The in- 

i vestigation was ordered by the dis- 
| trict attorney, who felt that the pre- 
‘liminary investigation was not suf- 
ticient to justify dropping the charge 
of murder that had been made by the 
town police.

New York, Nov. 12.—Beginning 
the day in prayer, as she had always 
done, Hannah Moran, 50, seamstress, 
was stricken with paralysis while

the church saw the woman in pro- 
longed meditation, but it was not un- 
| til a service last night that any one 
sought to investigate the cause of 
her long prayer. Then it was discov- 
ered that she had suffered a stroke, 
was faint from hunger and unable to 
| rise from her kneeling position. 
| At the hospital to which she was 
| taken Miss Moran explained that af- 
; ter she felt the pains of the para- 
lysis in her legs she continued to 
pray, believing that her devotions 
would help her, and only revealed 
{her condition after fourteen hours, 
| when forced to do so through weak- 
ness @nd hunger.

It will be led by the 
stanch old Oregon, with Rear Ad- 
miral Charles E. Clark, U. S. N., re- 
tired, in command. As Captain Clark, 
he brought the Oregon around the 
Horn during the Spanish-American 
war. The ship steamed 13,800 miles 
to reach Key West from San Fran- 
cisco. Had the canal then been in ex- 
istence the distance would have been 
reduced to 4,500 miles. The selection 
ef Admiral Clark to lead the parade 
with his old ship has struck a. re- 
sponsive chord throughout the navy. 

It is estimated that about four days

THE ORIGINAL BIG SISTER. 


New Home For Society Organized by 
{ Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt, Sr. 
At the time the Big Brother society 
| 


was organized, some three years after 
the children’s court was established in 
New York, it was not believed neces- 
sary to take into consideration any 
definite proposition looking to the care 
of little girls, “since most of them are 
easily taken care of from the very na- 
ture of their cnses.” 

Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt, Sr., with her 
keen insight and understanding of 
every phase of social conditions, looked 
more deeply into the situation. From 
her first survey of this field sue recog- 
nized a condition in nearly every case 
of moral delinquency that would re- 
quire intelligent direction in the recla- 
mation of these unfortunate girls, who 
in most instances were victims of cir- 
cumstances and environment rather 
than willful offenders. 

It was because of this conviction 
that Mrs. Vanderbilt began ber visits 
of personal investigation to the chil- 
dren’s court, from which has developed 
the now well organized Society of Big 
Sisters. of which, as the original big 
sister. she is president and leading 
spirit. Mrs. Vanderbilt found that such 
girls were not so much in need of puni- 
tive correction, institutional restraint 
or the judicial pretection offered by the 
court, as they were of words of en- 
couragement, the kindly aid of human 
hearts and hands, the careful guardian-

ship of a friend, the directing influ- 
ence of a woman who heartfully cared 
—of a really and truly big sister. 


In the cases of moral delinquency | 


that came before the court. and espe- 
cially those in which the circumstances 
left no alternative than that of com- 
mitment to a correctional institution. 
Mrs. Vanderbilt interceded with the 
judge to parole the girl in her care, 
whereupon she was immediately re- 
moved as far as possible from the as- 
}sociations that had led to her misfor- 
tame: 

The number of_little girls necessary 
to care for in homeés other than their 
own increased to such an extent that 
it was found advisable to establish a 
little sistess’ home, which was done 
at Great Neck, Long Island. This 
home was recently destroyed by fire. 
and a new and more pretentious home 
hds been provided on a farm near 


| White Plains. In the meantime the 
original big sister workers were or- 


| ganized. with a complete staff of offi- 

cers, secretaries and field workers to 
secure a more concerted effort for the 
; movement. 

As with the work of the big broth- 
ers, the spirit of the big sister move- 
ment is rapidly developing throughout 
the country. and similar societies have 
j been formed in Washington, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago, Minne- 
| apolis, St. Louis and other cities.

NATION'S MENACE 


Not 12 Per Cent Are Yielding 
Maximum Returns, 


SO FOOD SUPPLY IS SHORT. 


Secretary of Agriculture Houston Ad- 
dressing National Grange Sounds 
Warning—Sees Little Logic In Farm 
Credit Schemes—Calis Waste and 
Middlemen Foes of Prosperity. 


In a recent address to the national 
grange at Manchester, N. H., Secre 
tary Houston of the department of ag- 
riculture said that one reason for the 
disturbed economic conditions in this 
country was the fact that less than 40 
per cent of the cultivated land was 
reasonably well cultivated and less 
than 12 per ceyt was yielding maxi- 
mum returns. 

“We had better fvankly face the fact 
that we are relatively inefficient,” said 
he, “take stock of our shortcomings 
and earnestly seek the remedy. That 
we have practically reached the stage 
where we have ceased to be an ex: 
porting nation of food products and 
are becoming dependent on foreign na- 
tions for the necessaries of life is a 
sad commentary on our use of the op 
portunities bestowed upon us.” 

From every section of the country. 
he said, came the story of “increasing 
tenancy and absentee ownership, of 
soil depleted and exploited, of inade- 
quate business methods, of chaotic mar- 
keting and distribution. of inferior 
roads, of lack of supervision of public 
health and sanitation. of isolated and 
ill organized social activities and of in 
ferior intellectual provision.” 

Hopes For Better Conditions. 

He added, however, that Le was not 
a pessimist und expressed the belief 
that out of the chaos would come or- 
der, better and bigger crops. improved 
living eonditions in the country and 
relief of the city dweller through 
greater productivity of the soil and a 
businesslike overhauling of murketing 
methods. 

“TI am not impressed,”’ he said, “witb 
the wisdom and justice of proposals 
that would take the money of all the 
people through bonds or other devices 
and Jend it.to the farmers or ty any 
other class at a rate of interest lower 
than the economic conditions would 
normally require and at a rate of in- 


| terest lower than that at which other 
| classes ure securing their capital. This

| odious type and no new excursions in 
| this direction would be palatable when 


We are engaged in the gigantic task of 


| restoring the simple rule of equity.” 


The approach to the problem of the 


| organization of rural life. he said, was 


clearly economic. The great need was 
to give the rural population at least 
approximately the primary advantages 
which the town enjoyed. 

“I do net entertain the thought for a 
second that we have approximated the 
limit of or output from the soil,”” said 
Mr. Houston. “We have not even 
reached the end of the pioneering Stage. 
We have been so bent on building up 
great industrial centers by every natu- 
ral and artificial device that we have 


had little time to think of the very 
foundation of our industrial exist- 
ence.” 


Living Cost Problem. 

Speaking of what the agricultural de- 
partment hoped to do to solve the prob- 
lems of the increasing cost of living. 
Secretary Houston said: 

“The existing chaos and consequent 
wastes result from faults on the part 
of the farmer in the growing and han- 
dling of his products, from the ma- 
chinery of distribution, including phys- 
ical equipment and physica! handling: 
from the manipulation of those middle 
men who perform no useful and nec- 
essary service and from ignorance on 
the part of the consumer and of the 
producer of the character of the prod 
uct which is placed upon the market.” 

In the field of marketing, he said. 
there was danger that pressure would 
be brought to bear to force the depart 
ment to act everywhere before it was 
intelligently prepared to act anywhere. 
He e¥plained that his department. 
whieh started Inst summer to make a 
careful study of the marketing prob- 
lem, was studying it from every angle. 


WAR SECRETARY’S POWERS. 


May Not. Say How Many Shall Form 
instruction Camp. 

The secretary_of war has no author- 
ity to make regulations designed to 
dictate the number of officers and men 
of the militia necessary to constitute a 
rifle camp of instruction whose officers 
and nieén’shall be paid under the mili- 
tia act. Says Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury Downey. the final arbiter of such 
questions in Washington. 

The case arosé when the auditor for 
the war department held that a regi- 
ment encampment of Arizona militia 
at which forty-four officers and men 
representing six companies were pres- 
ent was not an encampment recognized 
by the war department. He cited reg- 
ulations of the secretary of war which 
declare that a legal encampment must 
include two officers and twenty men 
from each militia company. 

The comptroller announced that con- 
gress alone possessed authority to 
make such a limitation upon the mili- 
tary act.

Even so, do the industries from 
which you and I get our food and 
clothing pay living wages?” 

Professor Nearing’s conclusion 
drawn between the cost of decent liv- 
ing and wages is that in nine-tenths oj 
the cases the wages of the men in the 
Fall River and other city cotton mills 
will not permit them to provide a de- 
cent living fof a wife and three smal) 
children. 

“Both women and children work 
in the mills,” he said, “thus adding to 
‘amily income. Ignorance and dissi- 
pation play their part. There are 
orobably ten per cent of the children 
in the schools of industrial towns 
who are underfed. Housing is not 
all it might be. Low wages is by no 
means the only problem that must be 
faced and mastered. Nevertheless, 
the conditions of life and labor within 
the boundaries of your State make 
it practically impossible for a large 
section of the working population to 
iandle the problem of family” finance 
‘n € way to maintain a decent effi- 
‘iency standard of livelihood. 

“It it not necessary for me to tell 
you that underfed children grow inte 
inefficient adults. You know that the 
child without a playground becomes 
the father without the job. Out of ne- 
glected homes the houses of refuge 
are filled. From the squalid quarters 
where underfed thousands live rise 
the social miasmas against which we 
are fighting vigorously. These things 
are a part of our civilization, of pres- 
ent-day life, and until they are elim- 
inated it is idle to boast of prosperity 
or to preach ethical standards, which 
can make an appeal only where live- 
lihood is assured.”

NEW MOVE TO EXCLUDE 
HOOKWORM FROM U. S. 


Rockefeller Report Used In Effort to 
Bar Infected Aliens. 


Steps are about to be taken by the 
immigration service to prevent the 
landing at American ports of aliens 
afflicted with the hookworm disease. A 
summary of the report of the Rocke- 
feller commission on this disease will 
be sent to all immigrant stations. 

The report gives the results of the 
Rockefeller commission's investigation 
in the south and shows the facility 
with which the disease may be trans- 
mitted. The luw denies admission to 
aliens suffering with infectious and 
coutagious diseases. 

The hookworm is both contagious 
and infectious. Officials in Washing- 
ton believe that with the data furnish- 
ed by the Rockefeller commission the 


; examining officers at Ellis island and 
| other ports will be better equipped to 


detect the presence of the disease in 
arriving aliens. 

Hookworm infection practically belts 
the globe between 36 degrees north 
and 30 degrees south latitude. being 
present in all countries within these 
limits.

Mayor Stone appeared first, and in a 
brief way said the city favored the 
erection of a hospital but were not in 
a financial condition to build it at the 
present time. 

Mrs. Wilson Mart’sh opposed the site 
of the proposed hospital because she 
thought diptheria and scarlet fever pa- 
tients should not be so far away. 

Dr. Daniel B. Reardon, Dr. N. S. 
Hunting and Dr. F. R. Burke appeared 
and told of the work of the camp and 
said they approved a hospital. 

Chairman Bailey of the finance com- 
mittee, said the only reason the City 
Council had taken no action was be- 
cause the matter has not been brought 
to its attention, and no action can be 
taken until the approval of the plans.

This result is especially to be 
observed in such countries as Egypt. 
India and China, which have suffered 


uN-| heavy infection for centuries. 


“It being estimated that from 60 to 
80 per cent of the total population of 
India is infected with the hookworn, 
it follows that every country import- 
ing coolie laborers from India is bring- 
ing to its own soil a beavy stream of 
infection. This is the chief source of 
the disease in the tropical colonies of 
Great Britain, where Hindu laborers 
have been imported under contract 
to work on the large estates.” 

The report says that the disease is 
prevalent in the southern states and in 
many mines in California.

D., for- 
merly of Quincy writes interestingly 
to Daily Ledger on the recent Kan- 
sas City meeting of Congregational- 
igts:: He says: 

The wide-spread interest taken by 
{all denominations and large groups of 
jmen not affiliated with any Church in 
ithe new constitution adopted by, Con- 
leregationalists at their National Coun- 
cil in Kansas City moves me to write 
‘Somewhat at length concerning what 
was done. I am sure the many read- 
ers of your valuable paper will’ be 
glad to know more definitely about 
the changes Wrought, from one who 
Was present at the meetings and had 
something to do in bringing about 
these changes. 

And first a word about the National 
Council, on the assumption that there 
may be some who do not exactly un- 
derstand what such a meeting signi- 
fies. Suceinetly, it is the national 
meeting of Congregationalists. All 
denominations are alike in holding, at 
stated times, national assemblies, 
though these gatherings differ radi-, 
cally in character, power and author- 
ity. The personnel of these assemblies 
is in part: or wholly delegated, in 
some way, by the churches. In au- 
thority they range all the way from 
the simply inspirational, educational 

and advisory to the most decisive, 
legislative, administrative and judicial 
powers, 

The Congregationalists, together 
witht he Baptists, the Christian church, 
and many lessers bodies represent the 
extreme democratic wing: the Roman 
Catholic Church and many of the 
ritualistic churches represent the 
other extreme. In the gne case the 
supreme and final author..y is in the 
‘ocal church, in the other it is vest- 
‘d in a papal head, a hierarchy, or 
he authorative representation. The 
lenominations are essentially alike in 
he gathering of local churches in 
‘mali and convenient assemblies, and 
n the linking of these in larger units 
‘f fellowship, state or diocesan, and 
he consolidation of these into the 
rational and ecumenical councils. 

The history of the Congregatichal 

‘ational Council begins sentimentally 
f not actually with the signing of 

the compact” in the Mayflower Nov. 

1, 1620, only eight times have Con-

For 
he major part of the time the church- 
‘s were few in number and geographi- 
ally almost wholly limited to New, 
Sngland consequently the homogen- 
sous character”of the work and the 
vecessibility of the leaders for fellow-:

The rapid growth of Congre- 
sational interests in the last half cen-

Congregationalism has been char- 
acteriscally a missionary denomina- 
tion. In colonial days doing mission- 
iy work among the Indians, and 
varly organizing for the establishment 
of churches in places spiritually desti- 
ute. Over a century ago it inaugu- 
gurated its foreign work. 
fhese misionary enterprises though 
rendering magnificent service have, 
never been in close and strict organic 
relationship with the churches. In 
nearly every case these agencies be- 
gan as independent and self-directing 
movements. While the ‘relationship 
has steadily grown more intimate and 
organic these agencies have increased 
in power and in their demands upon 
the churches for  benevolences to 
maintain. and enhance their work. 

The churches now desire more act- 
ive participation in the administration 
and expenditure of these funds which. 
they themselves provide. Further 
in the course of the years and in the 
development of these enterprises 
there has arisen. considerable over- 
lapping of activities and duplication of 
services.

Most peoples’ judgment of the fair- 
ness of a taxation law depends on 
whether they have to pay under it. 
The taxation system-existing in many 
states would not do credit to semi- 
barbarous countries like Russia or 
China, taking 30 to 40 per cent of the 
income ef certain classes of property 
and exempting wholly the income of 
other classes, when éssentially there 
is no difference. 

A national vice of tax dodging has 
grown up, sometimes provoked by un- 
just laws, yet on the whole showing a 
yellow streak in the national tempera- 
ment. How far will these habits of 
evasion affect the new 
law? Shall we become a_ nation of | 
liars, as W. E. Gladstone said of Great 
Britain under its income tax?

William B. Craig, president of the 


Indiana Veterinary college, will be 
Placed on trial at Shelbyville next 
friday for the murder of Dr. Helen 
Knabe, who was one of the most 
prominent women in. Indiana. 

On the morning of Oct. 24, 1911, 


‘Dr. Knabe was found dead in her 


Apartment with a deep wound in her 
throat. Life apparently had been ex- 
tinct for several hours when the doc- 


| tor’s office girl, Miss Katherine Mc- 


Pherson, made the discovery. 

Various rewards were offered for 
information leading to. the arrest of 
flayer or slayers, Hut these, will all 
the efforts of the police,- failed to 
bring results. Friends of the woman 
finally induced the local council of 
women of Indianapolis to raise a fund 
with which to conduct a further in- 
vestigation of the myterious case. 
Harry C. Webster, a private detec- 
tive employed by the council, worked 
for nearly a year on the case, and in 
December, 1912, he presented before 
the grand jury information on which 
the indictment against Dr. Craig was 
based.

lowed alleged attempts of Dr. Craig

come. abjectionable to him. 

Dr. Craig is alleged to have been 
positively identified by Harry W, 
Haskett as a man he met coming out 
of the areaway between the Vendome 
flats and the Delaware apartments, 
where Dr. Knabe lived, shortly after 
11 o'clock on the night of Oct 23. 

Dr. Craig is alleged to have known 
of the death of Dr. Knabe on the 
morning of Oct. 24, before anyone 
outside the apartment had been in- 
formed of the finding of the body. 

The wound in Dr. Knabe’s throat 
could have been inflicted only by a 
person familiar with the human an- 
atomy and with & wound known to 
butchers as the “sheep nick,” and 
described medically as being “an in- 
cision in the throat which insures 
death by bleeding without the spurt- 
ing of blood,” according to Webster. 

Ragsdale is charged with visiting 
the Knabe apartment at the instance 
ot the slayer and removing a Silk 
kimono _ from the body. This 
kimono, worn by Dr. Knabe when 
she answered professional calls in her 
office on the night of Oct.. 23, was 
produced by Ragsdale, who was ap- 
pointed administrator of the Knabe 
estate, on the order of the grand 
jury. Ragsdale claimed to have found 
the kimono among other effects while 
2ltaning up the flat. 

Dr. Knabe began lecturing at the 
college in the fall of 1909 and con- 
tinued~to do so until the spring of 
1911, when a sudden estrangement 
sprang up between her and Dr. 
Craig. She ceased to deliver lectures 
because of the opposition of Dr. 
Craig. 

Dr. Knabe is alleged to have called 
on Craig at his home on Sunday night, 
two days before her death. She told 
her cousin, Augusta Knabe, that she 
Was going “to see about the quarrel.” 

The local council of Women has em- 
ployed several of the best criminal 
lawyers in the state to assist Prose- 
cutor Frank Baker at the trial of 
Craig.

Knowledge of the operation of the 
refrigerating trust has come to the 
members of the judiciary committee 
In the state of Virginia. in whieh the 
trust maintains a steragze plint, farm 
sand poultry to 
the trust at minimum prices. The 
commodities have been purchased ‘in 
the summer time, when hens are lay- 
ing and when there is a profusion of 
young chickens. Then come the fall 
and winter months. 

Why Eggs Are High. 

For the same eggs for which the 
farmer received but 10 and 11 cents a 
dozen from the refrigerating trust ir 
August and September he is compelled 
to pay from 40 to 50 cents a dozer in 
November and December in order that 
his family may have fresh eggs, sv 
called, which he had months befor 
sold to the trust at a very low figure. 

The refrigerating trust is biamed foi 
the present high cost of eggs. It fs 
planned by the judiciary committee 
backed by the president, to place a lim 
it upon the time which eggs, fruits and 
vegetables shall be kept in cold stor 
age. <A certain limit will be fixed by 
the committee.

Limitation of Stock. 


The limitation of the capital stock 
of corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce is one of the questions 
which are being considered by the judi- 
ciary committee members. Several 
bills embracing this feature of trust 
regulation are before the committee. 
There has been much discussion as to 
the amount of capital which should 
be permitted in the formation of cor- 
porations engaged in interstate com- 
merce. A limit placed upon such 
amount, it is belleved by some of the 
members of the committee, would go a 
long way in the direction of prevent- 
ing the enormous amount of capital | 
controlled by the steel trust, the beef | 
trust and the harvester trust. 

The question of the high cost of lv- 
ing enters very largely into the regu- 
lation of the price of foodstuffs han- 
dled by trusts and monopolies. And 
the contro) of the operations of the re- 


of cutting off the right of directors in 
any one corporation engaged in inter- 
state commerce from holding stock in 
another corporation, there are those 
who believe that a certain limitation 
| should be placed upon such directors 
| without shutting them off entirely 
from participation in the direction and 
control of other companies. 


To Limit Control. 


Just where this limit shall be placed 
has not yet been determined, but as a 
result of disclosures heretofore made 
by the various committees of the house 
which have been called upon to inves- 
tigate the subject greater restrictions 
will be placed upon the management 
and control of corporations whose di- 
rectors are likewise interested in other 
concerns, either competitive or non- 
competitive. 

It is not the intention of either the 
president or congress to repeal in any- 
wise the Sherman anti-trust law. The 
idea is to make it more effective in its 
operation and more explicit as to mean- 
ing. There will be a finer definition of 
the word “trust” than is contained in 
the Sherman anti-trust law. Every 
safeguard will be provided against 
trust controlled prices to the public, 
and free and unrestricted competition 
among purchasers and consumers will 
be the keynote. 

It is not the intention of President 
Wilson, his attorney general nor the 
members of congress in working out 4

“DEAD” MAN WANTS LEGACY. 


Refuses to Abide by Decision That He

ARE KILLED BY: FALL 


Ellington and Kelley Drop Eighty 
Feet in Aerop‘ane 


San Diego, Cal., Nov. .25. —Lieu- 
tenants BE. L. Ellington and H. M. 
Kelley, army aviation corps, were 
killed in a fall of about eighty feet 
in an aeroplane. The accident oc- 
curred across the bay from San Diego, 
on the grounds of the army schoo] on 
North island. 

The deaths make a total of fifteen 
fatalities from aviation in the govern- 
ment service, twelve in the army and 
one in the navy, and two army instruc- 
tors who were civilians, since experi- 
ments first began at Fort Méyer in 
1908. Seven have met death this year. 
In aviation accidents of all kinds the 
world over, 368 persong have been 
killed since 1908, this year’s number- 
ing 197.

aL STRAIN ON PREDECESSORS 


Many Had to Have Arms Bandaged 
After Handshaking Ordeal — Only 
Twice In a Century Has This An- 
nual Event Been Omitted. 


President Wilson bas shattered an- 
other precedent. ove of mere than a 
hundred years’ standing. He hus an- 
nounced that there will be no public 


ireception ut the White House on New 


Yeur’s day. . 

For many yeits it has been custo:n- 
ary for the president to stand in the 
blue room from two to five hours and 
shake bands with all who came along. 

The president will go awny from 
Washington for a brief holiday vaca- 
tion and will not be in the White 
House on New Yeur's day. 

Only twice in the lundred years of 
White House history has this annual 
custom been abiundoneid in time of 
peace. The lust _tine-owwas during the 
administration of President McKinley, 
when, owing, to the death of Lis mother 
in December,, theré wis no reception 
on Jan. 1. ° Before that, t1 Presiddnt 
Cleveland's administration, the recep- 
tion was called of on New Yeur's 
morning beexuse of the death of the 
daughter of the secretary of- stxte,

Thousands of Hands to Shake. 

The New Yen's reception was par- 
ticipated in by the entire diplomutic 
corps, supreme court, both houses of 
congress, all the high officials of \the 
national government and. alk army, 
navy and marine officers in or near 
Washington. It also was the occasion 
on which. thousands of Amerienn citi- 
zens from the private walks of life 
stood in line for hours for the chance 
of entering the White House‘ and sbak- 
ing hands with the president. 

There are mwdny indications that the 
jreception will not be revived during 
the present adniiuistration. For many 
years officluls ut the White House fave 
protested mildly agathst the traditional 
ceremony, which they felt involved cer- 


tain discomfort to the president and | 


his family, besides considerable réespon- 
sibility for the secret Service meén 
controlling the enornious crowds. 

Many presidents have suffered -grent 
pain as a result of having their hinds 
wrung so often in one day. President 
Roosevelt is said to have shaken the 
hands of 8,000 people one New Yeur's 
day, and even his powerful plysique 
felt the strain. Other presidents 
had to have their arms wrapped, in 
bandages and robbed with ofntment for 
several days following the public re- 


| ception. 


These are not the only reasons, how- 
ever, that are thought to Intluence 
President Wilson in abandoning the re- 
ception. Just before be took office he 
let it be known that he was opposed 
to the inaugural ball. Then a recep- 
tion was suggested, and he opposed 
that. It was suid at the time that if 
the managers of the innuguration in- 
sisted on a ball be would attend, but 
the members of his family would not 
accompany him. If is believed that 
the decision regarding the New Year's 
reception is a logical’ sequel of bis at- 
titude toward the ball 

The secretary of state and Mrs. Bry- 
an will give the annual breakfast to 
the diplomatic corps regardless of the 
change of plan at the White House, 
This attention from the secretary of 
state to the diplomats has come to be 
only a Tittle less important than the 
White Hlonse reception. 

Feels Need of a Rest. 

According to the announcement made 
from the White House, President. WIl- 
son feels the need of a complete rest, 
which he can take more conveniently 
at Christmas than at any other time, 
He is contemplating a short. out of 
town trip and does not wish to he 


obliged. to return to Washington before’ 


the reassembling of congress early in 
the new year. The authoritative an- 
nouncement on the subject Is as fol- 
lows: 

“The usual New Year reception of 
the president will not_be held. Jan. 1. 
1914. The departure from custom on 
this oceasion is. due fo the fact that 


the president will not be in) Washing-, 


ton at thut time. Owing to the long 
session of cougress, the president las- 
had no vacation. since his, inzugnura- 
tion. As the approaching session of 
congress: will be the long session, the 
only opportunity for thé president to 
secure a rest will be during ‘the usual 
holiday: recess of cougress:”

Tampico and Matamoros. 


Tampico and Matamoros ure the two 
ports of entry of Tamaulipas. Tam- 
pico is one of the most important ports 
in. the republic, ranking after Vera 
Cruz in east coast traffic. Situated six 
niles from the mouth of the Panuco 
river, It. has several fine public build- 
ings. tramears, a chamber of com- 
inerce and is medern-in all ways. The 
Tampico-Tospan canal connects the Ia- 
goons along the coast. The same 
steamship companies serve Vera Cruz 
that make Tampico a port of call also. 
“Matamoros, on the Rio Grande, in 
the extreme northern part of the state. 
is connected with the Texas side of 
the river by an international bridge. 
The city is thirty-one miles from the 
gulf and therefore has no great marine 
traffic, but the commerce with the Unit 
ed States is of decided importance and 
growing. 

Mazatlan. in the state of Sinaloa, is 
one of the principal ports on the west 
coast. Though it is a quaint old city. 
It is progressive, and there are a large 
number of foreign and Mexican. busi- 
tess housez located there. In anticipa-

El Paso, Tex., Nov. 26.—Although 
the issue of thé great battle being 
fought south cf Juarez has net been 
Settled, fighting of a desperate char- 
acter continues end all the adyant- 
age seems to be with the rebel forces 
under General Villa. 

General Salazar, one of the. fo:ir 
federal leaders who united to reeap- 
ture Juarez, is reported to have been 
shot to death. Forty members of his 
command were taken before Ge:eral 
Villa and ordered executed. They 
were lined up and shot, according to 
a wounded officer broyght to Juareze 
General Talamantis, t 
the Sonora troops fighting with Villa, 
was Killed. 2 . 

The battle centre has shifted from 
Villa's personal headquarters at Tier- 
ra ‘Blanca to a point near Zaregosa, 
southeast of the Juarez racetrack. 
General Salazar for howrs was com- 
pelled to fight a superior force t9 pre- 
vent. annihilation. Only the timely 
arrival of reinforcements saved him. 

As soon as, Villa ordered a renewal 
of the battle after a lull of several! 
j hours, the reserves he had rushed to 
Zaragosa to aid in the attack on Sala- 
zar opened fire. Salazar‘’s. position 
Was desperate in the extreme. His 
2000 men were almost complétely sur- 
rounded, with his ammunition run- 
ning low and his troops alriost ex- 
hausted ‘ 

For more. than .an hour the rebels 
continued their attack; slowly tizht- 
ening the cordon about Salazar. When 
federal re-enforcements appeared at 
Zaragosa from the south, numbering 
1500, tour big guns were trained nnon 
the rebels, giving Salazar a chance to 
reorganize his forcés and arrange an 
orderly retreat, covered by the ar- 
tillery, ' Pon 

An hour later the federal. reinforca- 


500 rebel cavalry, \which. appeared 
from the direction of Ojinaga,.on the 
east. These quickly silenced the fed- 
eral. artillery, which made a hasty 
retreat. Salazar céntinued his’ re- 
treat southward, fighting as he went, 
rebel. cavalry pursning. 

Fighting continues..in, the vicinity 


of Zaragosa, being easily seen and 
heard from E] Paso.. Jt is apparent 
the federals aré retiring slowly, but 
whether they are maneuvering for a 
new position ¢onnot be determined. 

Meanwhile fighting has continned 
in the direction of Tierra Blanea and 
Las Mesas and Pauehe. All-reports 
indicate that it has been desperate in 
character at every, point.

being issued by order of Judge Avery. 
One of the warrants charges Fogg with 
letting a building knowing that it was 
to be used for the illegal sale of liquor 
and the second complaint charged 
him with the illegal transportation of 
liquor to the Cedarcrest Inn, know- 
ing that it was to be used for an ille- 
gal purpose, or in other words, know- 


ing that it was to be sold illegally. It 


is probable that Fogg will not be 
placed under arrest, but that he will 
be summoned to court to answer to 
the complaints. 

In spite of the many insinuations 
that have been made about the busi- 
ness conducted at the Cedarcrest Inn 
at Braintree, Inspector Goodhue, who 
by the way is a special officer for the 
town of Braintree, has made a 
thorough investigation, and states em- 
phatically that there has never been 
anything of an immoral nature at the 
Inn. There have been many  sensa- 
tional stories printed in some of the 
Boston papers in regard to the raid, 
many of which are far from being the 
truth 

Chief Burrell, Inspector Goodhue 
and Chief Hunt of the Braintree police | 
department all deny that there is any | 
friction whatever between the police | 
departments of the tyo places over the | 
raid, statements to that effect being 
characterized as mere newspaper talk.

| Many shippers, presumably refrain 
from bringing their cases up under 
, the mistaken conception that legal 
‘services involving expense would be 
necessary: but procedure before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission is 
largely a matter of informally pre- | 
senting the facts.

Thus,. by. careful, pa- 
tient work on the part of bis parents, 
teachers nnd physicians, will he gradu- 
ally cure himself, or at least so im- 
prove as to make the affliction cease to 
be sérions.

STUDENTS UPEN 
FIRE IN DUBLIN 
‘Smash Windows in Tram Gars 
and Buildings 


VISIT OF UNIONIST LEADERS 


Sir Edward Carson, Leader ef Irish 
Unionist, and Other Prominent Men 
Deliver Series of Speeches dn’ Hoine 
Rule—Suffragette Leaders Arrested 
and Jailed 


{ Dublin, Nov. 29.—The Unionist 
party carried the war into the enemy's 
territory when Andrew B. Law, lead- 
'er of the opposition in the house of 
commons; Sir Edward Carson, leader 
of the lrish Unionists, and other 
prominent men arrived to deliver in 
the trish capital a series of speeches 
on home rule. $ 

The streets were crowded. Students 
marched in procession and smashed 
windows in tram cars and. buildings. 
Some shots were fired and one woman 
was wounded. The police were kept 
busy preventing affr.ys of various 
kinds. 

In reply to the deputation which 
welcomed him, Law reiterated that 
the Unionists had opposed consistenly 
and completely the whole idea of the 
separation of the United Kingdom _and 
insisted that the government must 
seek the sanction of the people before 
attempting te make the change 

During a speech in the afternoon be- 
fore the Unionist association, Law 
said Premier Asquith’s speech of th¢ 
preceding day seemed to him a com- 
plete acceptance of the orders of John 
Redmond, leader of the Irish nation- 
alists; for “full steam ahead,” and it 
that were so the difficulties of the 
Unionist party were gone. 

Law addressed an immense meeting 
in the Theatre Royal and also an 
| overflow meeting. He argued that the 
| attitude of Ulster alone, justitied the 
; demand for an appeal to the country. 
He challenged the government if they 
belleved they had moral right behing 
them, to arrest Sir Edward Carson 
and suppress the armed movement in 
{ Ulster. 

Suffragettes attempted to reach Law 
as he was driving afterwards to the 
residence of Lord Iveagh. They bom- 
bearded him with pamphlets. Mrs. 
Sheepy Skeffiington and Mrs. Con- 


nery, the leaders of the suffragettes of 
Dublin, were arrested and charged 
with obstructing the police. Mrs. 


Skeffington was sentenced to seven 
days’ imprisonment, and at once 
started a hunger strike.

AMMUNITION SEIZED 


New York Authorities Get $2500 Worth 
AbOard Seminole 

New York, Nov. 29.—Ten thousand 
rounds of rifle and revolver tmmuni- 
tion, valued at $2500, were seized by 
customs inspectors aboard the steamer 
Seminole, lying at her pier. The 
Seminole is to sail for Haiti and San 
Domingo. 

The confiscated ammunition was 
hidden in many different parts of the 
vessel. The Seminole’s officers say 
chey did not know of its presence. 
They placed the responsibility on 
members of the ship’s crew. 

‘The raid on the Seminole was made 
by order of Nelson A. Henry, sur- 
veyor of the port, after the ship’s 
manifest was taken. This ‘record 
failed to show that the ammunition 
was on board, in violation of the cus- 
tom laws, and also of the passenger 
laws, as the Seminole is a passenger- 
carrying vessel. 

Some of the ammunition was under 
the coal in the bunkers and some in 
the boilers of the unused donkey en- 
gines and in matting-covered ventila- 
tors. In the coai were discovered six 
automatic reyolvers, worth $50 each.

Memcry of Quincy Man seid to 
Be Absolutely Blank 


Late morning papers report Heze- 
kiah C. Welch, widely known through- 
out New England as a shoe manu- 
facturer and ,;promotor, as well as 
the head of the International Trading 
and Finance Company of Constantin- 
ople, a $15,000,000 corporation of Bos- 
ton, has suspended business and that 
Welch is confined to his home at 28

the last six years. 

It_ is reported that creditors have 
appeared declaring that Welch during 
the six years had borrowed money on 
his personal notes to an extent of 
more than $50,000, one of these credi- 
tors’ being Gov. Foss. Another 
creditor to the amount of $10,000 is 
planning to ask the District Attorney 
to make an investigation. 

Repeated attempts have been made 
to see Welch at his home in Quincy 
but in every case the reply has been, 
“He can not be seen.” A represent- 
ative of the Ledger who called at the 
home of Welch this morning was giv- 
en the same answer and told that any 
information about his condition*must 
come from the family physician Dr. 
J. F. Welch. 

Dr. John F. Welch was summoned 
to his bedside and is said to - have 
found the promotor suffering with 
aphasia. He could not recall anything 
that had transpired since the time he 
severed his connection with the shoe 
firm in Haverhill. > 

Dr. Welch when seen this noon said 
that his patient was stricken about 
three weeks ago but has not been con- 
fined to his ~bed. He'is showing a 
gradual improvement.

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SIEGES OF PERONNE. 


They Won for the Town the Cross of 
the Legion of Honor. 

The town of Peronne, not far from 
Amiens, has had the distinction of be- 
ing decorated with the Legion of Hon- 
or and can’ place the cross so much 
sought after by every Frenchman in 
its cout of arms and on its seal. 

Peronne has to memorable sieges 
to its credit, the “first in 1536 and the 
other during the Franco-Prussian war. 

During the siege of 1536 Estournel. 
governor of the town, beld out for 
more than a month against the Comte 
de Nassau, lieutenant of the Emperor 
Charles V. At the end of that time 
Nassau, who had failed in three as- 
saults, gave up the siege. 

The siege of Peronne during the war 
of “soixante-dix” was one of the blood- 
lest in history. The Prussians sur- 
rounded it on Noy. 30, 1870, and the 
town held out until Jan. 9. when with 
half the town in flames, no means of 
fighting the fire, not to mention the 
lack of food and drinking water, it 
capitulated. 

The fire was so intense that the bells 
in the church towers were melted and 
the stacked silver pieces in the bank 
were turned into ingots. Six hundred 
and seventy houses were destroyed by 
fire and shells, while 3.000 soldiers and 
citizens were taken prisoners.—New 
York Sun. 


FIRST IROQUOIS TREATY. 


It Was Made Between the 
and English In 1664. 

The first treaty between the English 
and the Iroquols was made on Sept 
24, 1664, and ushered in a friendship 
that continued for more than a cen- 
tury. The Iroquois had been alternate- 
ly at war and peace for sixty years. 
and the English found their dusky al- 
lies valuable in the war with the 
French for Nortth American suprem- 
acy. 

The treaty with the Iroquois was one 
of the first official acts of the English 
governor, who earlier in the same 
month had taken over the Dutch pos- 
sessions and changed the name of New 
Amsterdam to New York and that of 
Fort Orange to Albany. In 1693 and 
again three years later the French in- 
vaded the Iroquois country, and the 
redskins lost half of their warriors 
In 1713 the French gave up all claim 
to the Iroquois, and peace reigned for 
a time. but in 1755 the warriors joined 
the English in the war for the conquest 
of Canada. 

When the American Revolution broke 
out the Iroquois adhered to the crown. 
At the conclusion of the war most of 
the Iroquois took refuge in Canada.— 
Philadelphia Ledger.
